An operational deficit of about $233,000 by "June 30, 
1979, has been forecast by Superintendent Henry Meyer of 
Grade School District 34 in his "state of the district 
report." 

•'The future does. not look good for elementary districts - 
unless, the state aid formula is.. changed considerably, 
Meyer said -in his report:, "Our increased assessed 
valuation "per -pupil is . not giving the schools any 
appreciable increase in revenue. As assessed value goes 
up, the state aid goes down ... resulting in a greater share 
of the educational costs being shouldered by property tax 
and less by the state. '' — 

"The end.of fiscal year 1972-73 showed the combined 
operational funds to be, in the red by $170,000, " Meyer 
said. "By drastically cutting programs and by increasing 
the education tax rate, i this deficit, was' cut down to only 
$15,000 in the red by June 30; 1975." ' 

Total operational;- funds on June 30, 1977, showed a 
deficit of $29,000 with an anticipated positive balance of 
• $50,000 for June 30, 1978.- : * 




-"THIS APPEARS to be a financial gain of some $80,000 
but there is actually, a loss of ground by •approximately- 
$100,000," Meyer said. "This is because our average daily 
attendance decreased and because our assessed valuation 
greatly increased. We will be overpaid in state aid this 
year by $150,000. This $150,000 will be deducted from next ' 
year's state aid which, in effect, will give us a double 
bump. 

_JlThisJs_a_major_par:Lor_the_reasoriJor_the-extended~ 
deficit of $233',odo by June 30, 1979, This $233,000 is . 
predicted on" an 8.5 percent assessed value increase, and 
an 8 percent increase in rton-sajacyjtems - except for 
capital outlay which was almost cut entirely. 

"This $233,000 is also predicated on present staff and 
present salaries. * . •- 

. "Since the school board has directed the administration ■•■ 
to work toward a balanced budget for 1978-79, the $233,000 
deficit figure is used simply to illustrate the deficit by next 
June 30 if the status-quo is maintained. 

WE HAVE DISCUSSED with .two state legislators, the 
possibility of. a state aid formula change," Meyer said. 
"Although neither of them could predict Xho final 
outcome, both thought there would be- some kind .of 
change. Assuming a formula change, with the two 
changes most likely to be considered, would give Jus 
additional revenue in the amount of $78,000. Therefore, 
even with a favorable outlook and a status-quo program, 
we would likely wind up June 30, 1979, with an operational 
defifit of $150,000, at best." i "' '
